Council decides on hillside 45-day freeze 


Sierra Madre City Council at Tuesday evening’s 
meeting adopted at 45-day freeze, beginning that 
evening; on Ordinance 1054, the Hillside Ordinance. 

City Administrator Jim McRea explained to 
councilmembers that the ordinance divides the 
northern portion ot the hillside area into four zones, 
Rl-H-A, B, D and E and e'cepts H-C. That 
means, he explained, that Ordinance 1054 is “still 
in effect but the moratorium is put on hold.” 

He also said that the 120-day moratorium would 


have expired the following day, Wednesday, May 
9, and this action proves to the disgruntled property 
owners in the area of Sierra Madre that the city 
is “attempting to work out a situation with the pro¬ 
perty owners, trying to avoid a lawsuit.” 

Michael Heflin’s attorney, Carl West, announced 
to the council in the study session Tuesday before 
the regular meeting that a lawsuit had been filed 
Monday but that Heflin “still supports the task 
force in spirit and financially.” 


Percell asks for co-counselor

Judge Charles Lee granted the 1 x Parte Motion, 
allowing Jeffrey Percell the right p. a co-counselor, 
at the May 3 proceedings at Pasadena Superior 
Court, and continued the pre-trial to a May 8 date. 

Percell, preparing to stand trial tc the double 
homicide ol his parents, asked that hts handcuffs 
bv removed for the purpose of reading his notes 
on me seven perspective legal representatives. 

Elton Simms inteijected, “1 know these coun¬ 
selors, and none of these lawyers would accept the 
position of second counsel.” 

Percell countered his remark by stating, “1 have 
talked to each one, they are knowiedgable about the 
case, and four would be willing to take the case.” 

Representing the Public Defender’s Office in 
the courtroom last Thursday was Arthur Leone. He 
stated that it was the function of his office to 


appoint an attorney unless there is a conflict 

Public Defender Mike Duffey had been ap¬ 
pointed to defend Percell; however, a conflict of 
“lack of confidence” on Percell’s part arose. Per- 
cell’s Pro Per Motion to defend himself was granted 
and Duffey has been relieved of the case. 

Leone stated to the court that some representa¬ 
tives of the Public Defenders’ Office would not 
act in the position of second counsel. 

Unfinished business regarding the Discovery 
Motion still remains. On Apr. 24, Simms and Duffey 
stated that they had checked their documents per¬ 
taining to the case and were satisfied that they were 
identical. Duffey was then to sign them over to 
Percell in an informal meeting that afternoon at 
the courthouse. 

“I will not take his (Duffey’s) word that I have 
all the documents and sign for them,” Percell told

The Hillside Task Force, appointed recently 
by the last mayor, has met several times to write 
a Hillside Ordinance that would be accepted by all 
factions: landowners in the hillside and the city 
leaders. The group meets this Saturday at city hall 
from 8 until 11 a.m. in the council chambers and 
the public is invited. 

The Task Force will present Hillside Draft 
Ordinance to the council May 22. 

Analogous to the council’s action concerning 
Ordinance 1054, Mark Steres, attorney for the Law- 
son Martins who wish to build a 10-lot subdivision 
on 11 acres above Chantry Flat gate past Santa 
Anita ,Ave., and Sierra Madre City Attorney Charles 
Martin sparred momentarily about the appeal of 
determination of the incomplete application for 
the vesting tentative tract map which Stores filed 
Dec. 29, 1989. The application for the subdivision 
was rejected by the city as incomplete on Jan. 4 
in a letter from Oliver Dablr, city director of public 
works, to the Martins. 

Steres said there was “no checklist concern¬ 
ing aid in making the filing complete. Steres said 
Dablo’s letter said it was enclosed; however, he dis¬ 
covered that the list was not i.i the city administra¬ 
tor’s file, not in the planning department’s files 
and “no one could find the public work- file.” 

City .Administ'ator McRea a cied, “ There 
was no checklist in my tile or i planning file. 
It was in the director of public v i .m file and was

Water conservation is Committee'*s latest project

Local preservationists should add another 
"Treasure of Sierra Madre” to their list, along with 
historic homes, venerable trees, open space, hill¬ 
sides and “village character. 

The latest “treasure,” designated by the Beauti¬ 
fication Committee’s significant enough to warrant 
special consideration in selecting its semi-annual 
Wistaria Awards and Commendations, could easily 
be tagged as the Mother Lode of all the treasures. 

Water. Without it everything else would 
wither away and die, including us. 

California is currently suffering from another 
of its periodic droughts, severe enough to cause 
Mayor Bradley to call for water rationing for the 
city of Los Angeles and uie,e other cities and agen¬ 


cies throughout the Southland to follow suit. 

Sierra Madre has never had to depend on 
important water, having its own source which 
has been more than sufficient since the founding of 
the city, allowing us to sell excess water. 

However, we are currently overdrafting our en¬ 
titlement, according to Mayor George Vlaurer, be¬ 
cause of the sparse rains of the last four years. A 
prolonged drought could seriously affect our supply. 

The water district to which we have belonged 
since the 1950s still has no means of providing us 
with supplemental water in case of need. That, in 
itself, should be sufficient incentive to preserve our 
precious supply through conservation. 

Another incentive has been added recently by 


the city itself, which raised our water rates 13 
percent with a two-year increase of 35 percent slated. 

The third incentive is that of just being a 
good citizen of Sierra Madre and of good old 
Mother Earth. We need to be preservationists 
dedicated to conserving our natural resources, partic¬ 
ularly water, as one of the basic necessities of 
life. 

To this end, the Beautification Committee will 
be publishing a series of occasional articles detail¬ 
ing ways of conserving water while still enjoying 
beautiful gardens, through use of water — conserving 
plants and water — retention devices. 

The News has agreed to publish the articles as

“Music is an innate part of me. If I make 
money at it. great; if not. I’m still going to do it,” 
says Michael Deak, prize-winning composer and 
musician. 

From 5:30 a.m. to 2 p.m., you may see him 
working distribution or window clerking at the Sierra 
Madre Post Office, but after hours, he hears and 
composes the music of the spheres. 

“Bravo!” and “Brilliantly written,” exclaimed 
the judges of the Pacific Composers Forum, and 
unanimously awarded him the prize. 

“When I played the piece for them, they were 
llabbergasted,” performing pianist, Zita Carno, told 
Deak later. 

Deak’s Sonata: “Contrasts,” was one of eight 
original compositions selected from hundreds of 
applicants this year; many of these applicants 
were accomplished film composers. 

May 31 at 8 p.m. is the scheduled performace 
date for these winning compositions, held at Gene 
Autry’s Western Heritage Museum in Griffith Park. 
Zita Carno of the Los Angeles Philharmonic will 
be performing the first and fourth movement of 
Deak’s four-movement sonata. 

“My piece will probably be the most traditional 
sounding, the most tonal,” commented Deak, refer¬ 
ring to the concert as Avant Garde Classical. He 
explains that the movements of “Contrasts” were 
inspired by the work of Paul Hindemith, 20th cen¬ 
tury contrapuntal composer, and Maurice Ravel, 20th 
century atmospheric composer. 

Deak’s composition moves from the 
personal, introspective first two movements into the 
extraverted, more accessible last two movements. 
Completed in 1984, Deak considers that though it 
was worked on over a period of years, in com¬ 


pressed time it would have taken about tour months. 

And compressed time could be a theme ot 
Michael Deak’s own musical career. 

Though naturally gifted in music and spon¬ 
taneous composition, he did not begin his serious 
musical training until he was 20 years ot age. In¬ 
fluenced by the Modern Jazz Quartet in his teens, 
he began playing the vibraphone, winning compe¬ 
titions at the Lighthouse Collegiate Festival in 1960 
and 1%1. Upon hearing jazz pianist. Bill Evans, 
in 1962, he switched to piano and began studying 

music composition at use. 

“To make up for lost time,” (he was in classes 
with students who had studied piano since earlv 
childhood), Deak remembers spending eight hours 
a day in the practice rooms at Pasadena City Col- 
lege. 

Listening to Deak talk about his lather and 
uncle, it seems clear that “music is in his blood. 
His father, Imre Eric Deak, who died when Michael 
was 3, was a concert pianist in Europe. Hungarian, 
he studied with Bartok, Tochnar and Kodaly. 

Michael’s uncle, Stephan Deak, was a protessor 
of cello and chamber music at USC and played under 
Gustav Mahler, Sergei Rachmaninoff, and Richard 
Strauss. 

Michael remembers attending classical jazz ses¬ 
sions at his uncle’s house, and has fond memories 
of his own livingroom sessions in the years 
between 1979-1982, when he lived and worked 
atop Mt. Wilson. 

Currently his ambition is to write tor orchestra 
and have his work performed nationwide. He is at 
work on a violin sonata, and intends to continue 
to compose for classical, and to play jazz. 

In 1987 he won a prize from the American 
Guild of Organists. His composition, inspired by a 
text in a Presbyterian hymnal, was published and

premiered nationally. 

When he entered the Pacific Composers Forum 
contest, it was with hopes of greater exposure 
and getting to know more people in his field.

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CHP hopes for 
better enforcement 

A 1987 California Highway Patrol 
experiment in the use of specially mark¬ 
ed patrol vehicles for enhanced truck 
enforcement became permanent 
when the CHP deployed 16 specially 
marked vehicles the first week of March. 
By the end of the year, 68 such vehicles 
will be in operation across the state, ac¬ 
cording to California Highway Patrol 
Commissioner M.J. Hannigan. 

The deployment is in response to 
Senate Concurrent Resolution 35, filed 
with the secretary of state last Septem¬ 
ber, which strongly urged the CHP to 
begin using specially marked cars on a 
permanent basis to combat increasing 
truck accident rates. Truck-at-fault in¬ 
jury and fatal accidents have climbed 
from 3320 in 1982 to 5565 in 1988, an 
increase of nearly 68 percent. 

All specially marked vehicles will be 
Ford and Chevrolet products. They will 
be painted conservative, nongovern¬ 
mental colors, although the front door 
panels will remain white and carry the 
traditional 18-inch Highway Patrol in¬ 
signia. 

The first 16 specially marked 
vehicles will only be painted the non- 
tradiiional colors. The remaining 52 cars 
will have other modifications. Whip 
antennas and overhead lights will be re¬ 
moved and rear warning lights will be 
low profile. Push bumpers and spot¬ 
lights will be replaced with small equip¬ 
ment. Communications equipment in¬ 
cludes standard CHP radio and scanners 
than can monitor Citizens Band radios. 

The cars will be driven by specially 
trained CHP officers in full uniform, 
['heir training includes commercial ve¬ 
hicle registration, log books, driver 
licensing and critical truck mechanical 
Items. 

1 ruck-caused accidents of all types 
dropped 3.5 percent overall in the test 
areas in comparison with numbers for 
the same areas in 1986 but were 9.3 
percent lower than the accident figures 
for truck-caused accidents on freeways 
adjacent to the test areas during the 
same year as the program. The accident 
and fatality reductions are in comparison 
with the 1986 statistics for the same 
areas.

The Beautification Committee selected two 
water-conserving gat dens for its latest Wistaria 
Commendations list and will be publishing names 
and addresses of garden water-conservers so that 
other citizens may drive by the sites and observe for 
themselves what can be achieved in the way of con¬ 
genial combinations of preservation and beauty. 

The first in the series of articles will deal with 
ways to conserve water in “container gardens” 
where many or most of the plants are in pots and 
containers. Additional articles will cover such topics 
;is lists of drought-resistant plants, special methods 
of planting, use of drip systems, plant groupings, 
mulches and other water retention devices. 

The committee hopes the information will prove 
useful to residents and that some or all of the de¬ 
vices will he “adopted” by our good Sierra Madre 
pT-eservationists.

the court, insisting that Simms, also, meet with him 
to go over the documents. 

Simms reiterated his position of refusing to 
comply with any informal proceeding, lest he be 
accused of misconduct by Percell. 

Judge Lee advised Percell to make a motion for 
Formal Discovery, which would take place in the 
courtroom with a judge and a court reporter pre¬ 
sent. 

A decision regarding the dispensation of monies 
to an attorney in the defendant’s investigation 
(under Provision 987.9) was passed to the courtroom 
of Judge George Xanthos. 

Percell has been in the high profile section of 
the L.A. County Jail since his extradition from Ver¬ 
mont where he turned himself in to authorities on 
December, 1988. He is pleading not guilty in the 
double homicide. 

John and Alice Percell, his parents, were found 
dead of gunshot wounds in their home on Liliano 
in Sierra Madre on Nov. 16, 1988.

After the boom, his sister, Frances Hawks, 
ran it as a tourist hotel for a time. It changed 
hands several times and became Shirley Hotel. 

— Apr. 17, 1908: Sierra Madre News — J. 
Arthur Wood leased the hotel for 5 years and 
gave it a thorough renovation. It was in first 
class condition. 

— May 15, 1980 — Ray Nehdar, owner of the 
Shirley Hotel, has invested $35,000 to com¬ 
pletely refurbish the inside and outside and 
with Keepsake Gift Shoppe still there and what 
was once Mrs. Curtis Puppet Workshop is now 
a beautiful studio and office.

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Main Street pops up in the most unexpected 
places. Last weekend I had the pleasure of serv¬ 
ing as auctioneer for the Visiting Nurse Asso¬ 
ciation May Brunch fund-raiser. It was held 
in the Bistro restaurant, downtown L.A. My 
wife, Edda, and I shared brunch with Sierra 
Madre Dr. Bill White and his wife, Patti. 
Dr. White’s love affair with Sierra Madre goes 
back nearly 30 years. 

I’d not had the pleasure of meeting Dr. 
White, but he recognized my name when we 
joined the table. With a smile and a mischievous 
twinkle in his eyes, he asked me, “Whose idea 
was it to put the pots in the center of the 
Sierra Madre Blvd?’’ 

"Since no one else is willing to ’fess up 
to the dastardly deed, 1 will,” 1 replied. 

This piqued our fellow brunchers’ curiorsity. 
After a brief comment about Main Street’s 
purpose, others around the table were quick to 
comment on the uniqueness of Sierra Madre 
and its desirable environment in which to raise 
a family. 

Dr. White’s next series of questions were 
friendly, but very serious. 

“Do we know what we want downtown to 
look like 10 years from now? Is it going to 
look like Carmel; are we going to adopt a 
building theme? Are we looking for more retail, 
more service, more professionals, more churches. 


or what? Is there a masterplan for the physical 
layout downtown?” 

As we talked it was obvious he had keyed 
in on what was to be one of the most — if 
not in fact the most — important factor deter¬ 
mining successful downtown revitalization. Dr. 
White was asking, “What is our vision for 
downtown?” A line in the musical South 
Pacific puts it this way, “If you don’t have a 
dream, how you gonna make a dream come 
true?” A less picturesque way to put it is, what is 
our long-range strategic plan for downtown 
Sierra Madre? 

In a recent article, the National Director 
of the Support Centers of America, a nation¬ 
wide organization dedicated to training volun¬ 
teer leaders and creating effective volunteer 
organizations, made these comments: “The 
purpose of long-range planning is to create a 
desired future. A long-range plan is a set ot 
decisions designed to attain that dream.” 

He goes on to say, “Despite this emphasis 
on the future, long-range plans provide the 
context for current choices and actions. Long- 
range plans do not forecast the future. If you 
knew what would happen in the coming years, 
then there would be no need for planning. 

The key: Long-range plans provide the 
context, the limits on acceptable alternatives 
when making choices and decisions today. 
Conditions change, plans change and evolve 
as new ideas and information become avail¬ 
able. 

Cook concludes his comments, saying, 
“Thus, organizations should remain tlexible 
and not feel permanently bound by plans made 
last month or last year. At the same time, 
once agreed on, plans should not be taken 
lightly. When it becomes desirable to revise 
plans, the revision should be explicit, and re¬ 
ceive the same approvals used to validate the 
original plans.”

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“Don’t just do something, stand there,” 
Madeleine L’Engle instructed the college 
audience at Biola University last month as she 
lectured and shared the inspiration that moti¬ 
vates her to live and write with hope and per¬ 
severance. 

As a writer and lover of science, she has 
integrated their methods: to observe our world, 
and to comtemplate it. But L’Engle asks us to 
take it a step further, to love it, and in doing 
so to hallow it, and so to make it real. 

“We live in a society,” commented the 
author, “that is less and less concerned with 
reality and it is difficult to retain a sense ol 
validity.” 

She reiterated the ageless (and yet very 
college-aged) questions: “In the lace of an enor¬ 
mous and vast universe, who are we that God 
should be mindful of us? What do our joys 
and sorrows mean in relationship to our in¬ 
significance, that is, the enormity of creation? 
W hat is the point of it all?” 

In responding, herself, to these questions, 
the author encouraged the audience with the 
awareness that scientific research has discovered 
tne emergence of a purposeful pattern. And with 
her own Christian faith that has stood the test 
of time and the contradictions of life, itself. 









Still, the bottom line for L’Engle is her 
belief that “the world of paradox and contra¬ 
diction is the world within which the storyteller 
lives, and the storyteller cannot live in a point¬ 
less world.” 

“Even the great writers, such as Franz 
Kafka, when writing seemingly about the worth¬ 
lessness of it all, were still making a point . . . 
Human beings are worth writing about. We 
make great stories.” 

In her life as a writer, L’Engle recognizes 
her collaboration with the reader in the creative 
process, and she stated, “The reader needs to 
create with the writer in order for the story to 
come to life. After the writer finishes the book, 
it is created fresh again by the reader.” 

Her advice to young and would-be writers 
is succinct: write every day, keep a journal, 
read. 

Madeleine L’Engle, born in New York 
City on Nov. 29, 1919, and winner of the 
Newburry medal for “A Wrinkle in Time, in 
1963, practices what she preaches. About her 
own reading, she says, “When 1 read 1 want to 
be enlarged, to become more loving and caring. 
1 don’t want to be shriveled. 1 don’t want to 
read about bitter women who become more and 
more discontented.”

Donors are encouraged to bring plants, seeds, 
cuttings, corms, rhizomes, bulbs, etc. to share with 
fellow garden enthusiasts. Every year since the Free 
Plant Exchange was established in 1986, hundreds of 
donations have come in to be snapped up by other 
plant lovers. 

No plant has ever gone begging. Pope noted. 
On the occasions when plants have been left at 
the end of the exchange they have always been 
“adopted” by the next morning. 

The traditional silent auction of rare cymbidiums 
will be held again in conjunction with the 
exchange. Specimen plants from the noted collec¬ 
tions of Victor Daniels, Ross Phillips and Wil¬ 
werding will be offered. 


This year the committee will also be offering 
Wistaria postcards and souvenirs for sale, as well as 
baskets suitable for plants. 

Funds raised from the items for sale will be 
used to support the committee’s various beautifica¬ 
tion projects, including the annual Wistaria Fete, 
Wistaria Awards and Commendations, downtown 
hanging flower baskets and plantings, children’s 
sidewalk art and others. 

Although the committee is appointed by the 
mayor and serves as an arm of the city, its mem¬ 
bers serve as volunteers and the com¬ 
mittee raises all of the fund to implement its various 
programs, so that no tax monies are used for its 
activities. 

Over $500 was raised at the committee’s re¬ 
cent garage sale and Pope categorized this activity 
as a “recycling” project which helped to “beautify” 
homes and garages whose owners cleared out un¬ 
wanted items and, at the same time, now enhance 
the premises of happy new owners. 

“The garage sale and the plant exchange are 
both tremendously constructive endeavors. They 
spread the wealth, so to speak. What is one man’s 
trash is another man’s treasure and one gardener’s 
overgrowth can be another’s prize specimen,” she 
said.

given to him (Steres and the Martins), according 
to Dablo. He says he setu it.” 

Ultimately, Steres said, Dablo sent the file to 
him and the Martins in late March. 

City Attorney Charles Martin asked Steres, 
“Was a filing fee of the appropriate amount ever 
given to the city?” 

Steres answered, “There was no filing fee be¬ 
cause it was turned down (early January).” 

Martin said, “Between Dec. 29 and May I there 
was no filing fee and no map. The city had neither.” 

Steres shot back, ‘The city did not accept it 
either.” 

In other council news, Councilwoman MaryAnn 
MacGillivray made the motion to reintroduce Or¬ 
dinance 1067, the ordinance dealing with corner 
clearances around Sierra Madre. 

Chief of Police Bill Betts said he questioned 
the property line versus the curb line. “The curb 
line is OK if it doesn’t create a traffic problem . . . 
If we use the property line it might create prob¬ 
lems with walls and fences.” 

The motion made by MacGillivray alluded to 
amending the wording to the edge ot the roadway, 
“based upon a study, evaluation and a finding 
by the Chief of Police" in the first reading by title 
only. 

City Councilman Garv Adams made the mo¬ 
tion to reject all bids for replacing the pergola in 
the civic center which was removed a year ago when 
the late liie Marshal Bill Kramer found it over¬ 
ridden with drv rot and termites. 1 he city administra¬ 
tor will report back concerning further design at 
the June 26 meeting. 

Mayor George Maurer’s request for a C-l-R 
ordinance restricting the commercial to retail sales 
or sales tax generation was met with questions 
Tuesday evening. 

Councilman Adams acknowledged that there 
was a need to look at the businesses “and get a 
mix”; however, he believes it should be sent back 
for discussion and not go to the Planning Com¬ 
mission lor implementation. 

Councilwoman MacGillivray said, “There 
should be some vvay to set fire under Main Street 
and the chamber to get the mix to take place.”

“Getting Unstuck In a 
Sticky World” was 
Clyde’s message to us. 
The church is often a 
place where stuck 
people can hide. It pro¬ 
vides a comfortable 
place for us not to deal 
with what has got us 
stuck. 

We can turn to religion 
as a hope of getting us 
unstuck. If that was all 
we were to say we might 
say “Amen” because in 
the last analysis it is the 
power of the Lord that 
gets us unstuck. But 
that’s not what I’m talk¬ 
ing about. Some people 
turn to religion 
academically, to learn 
about it intellectually 
and that is not God’s 
game. He wants you to 
come to Him because 
you know He can help 
you and because your 
faith is placed in His 
hands. It is through 
God’s power that we 
can be regenerated into 
new human beings. 

The stuck person is 
an addictive person and 
that addiction doesn’t 
have to be the “biggies,” 
namely drugs and alco¬ 
hol. It can be anything: 
addiction to food, to 
nlpnsiirp Heine too iudg- 


mental, being overly pro¬ 
tective, anything that 
has you by the throat 
and you can’t handle. 
Take a moral inventory 
and identify the 
area where we have hit 
the rocks, that’s the be¬ 
ginning of healing. Af¬ 
ter the inventory make a 
commitment to strive for 
a spiritual awakening 
and that means turning 
to God. You must com¬ 
mit yourself to “real” 
changes in your life and 
not just give God a hand 
shake. One way of doing 
this is to make your¬ 
self accountable to 
some people around you 
and who you know 
cares tor you. 

This may seem sim¬ 
plistic but it works. 
The 12-stcp pro¬ 
gram and its offshoots 
have used this basic 
format with great 
success. First and fore¬ 
most is a turning to a 
higher power (for us 
that’s Christ) and then 
accountably deal with 
your addiction on a 
daily basis. We at Bethany 
stand ready to help in 
whatever way we can 
because for us that is the 
name of the game that 
Jesus wants us to play.

Since the founding of 
Gooden School, the fa¬ 
milies of Gooden have 
sponsored a booth at the 
Sierra Madre Art Gair 
called The Bread Box. 
There, for a dollar, 
you can have your choice 
of a hunk of Pineapple 
Macadamia Nut or 
Sourdough or Cinnamon 
buns of Lemon Blue¬ 
berry, or Apricot Honey 
or Cornmeal or Molasses. 
People have been 
known to stand for a 
very long time just trying 
to read the list. Over the 
years there have been 
many requests for recipes, 
and this year the Gooden 
Parents Association is 
coming out with a cook¬ 
book. In many ways, 
the cookbook represents 
a history of the school. 

The parents of Foot¬ 
hill Open School origin¬ 
ally founded the Bread 
Box at the Art Fair. 
When that school 
closed, Gooden in¬ 
herited it along with a 
quite a few of their 
children and their 
headmistress — Andrea 
Van W'ickle. She became 
one of the first teachers 
at Gooden. Some of 
the recipes in the 
new cookbook are from 
the Foothill Open School 
Cookbook which came 
out in 1977. Others are 
from the original Bread 
Box Cookbook, which 
was sold in 1979 and 
assembled in the dining 
room of Cathy Corry’s 


former house on Bald- 
wn Avenue. 

That same dining 
room has been the scene 
of meetings of the cur¬ 
rent cookbook com¬ 
mittee: Sharon Doyle 
(who lives in Cathy’s old 
house), Anita Delmar 
and Lisa Sears. They 
have collected and 
reviewed the old reci¬ 
pes plus assembled new 
ones from the current 
crop of Gooden par¬ 
ents. 

The recipes range 
from Maple Sugar Bread 
to Potato Rolls. There is 
a chapter on tea which 
includes directions for 
making cucumber sand¬ 
wiches. Reflecting the 
diverse backgrounds 
of the children, there are 
also recipes for Parathas, 
Langos, Danish Puff atrd 
Challah. 

One very special reci¬ 
pe came from two Good¬ 
en Alumni moms: Cathy 
Heflin and Lee Dan¬ 
iels. Every year, they 
bake many loaves of the 
sinfully luscious Pine¬ 
apple Macadamia Nut 
bread for the booth. 
According to Toni 
Moran who has been a 
mainstay of the Bread 
Box for 15 years, this 
is the most requested 
bread at the booth. 

Over the past year, the 
cookbook project has 
involved the whole 
school. Megan Edwards, 
the headmistress of 
Gooden, has contributed 
a foreward and Canon 


Spencer Edwards has 
written a monograph 
called “Bread — The 
Staff of Life.” Both 
Betty Edwards and 
Megan have contributed 
titles in the fine italic 
hand, which is the form 
of writing taught at 
Gooden. Each of the 
lower school classes have 
contributed a poem and 
artwork. 

Gooden parents have 
also been involved. 
Sharon Doyle, a local 
television writer, has 
edited and expanded the 
bcx)k with amusing essays 
on the history of bread 
and the English cus¬ 
tom of taking tea — 
which is something that 
happens every Tuesday 
at Gooden. 

Gooden’s art teacher 
and head of Montecito 
Fine Arts, Ed Kuckel- 
korn, has contributed a 
cover illustration, and 
William Stout, an artist 
currently creating oil 
paintings for the Na¬ 
tural History Mu¬ 
seum’s exhibit on 
Anarctica, is doing 
spot illustrations.

City depends on well, 
not imported water 


Becau.se Arcadia de¬ 
pends on its own well 
water and does not 
import water, its residents 
are not expected to be 
drastically affected 
by the state’s water 
shortage, according 
to Rita Kurth, adminis¬ 
trative assistant to the 
water division for the 
city of Arcadia. 

However, allowable 
pumping rights for the 
San Gabriel Valley under¬ 
ground water supply 
have been cut by six per¬ 
cent for the next fis¬ 
cal year, beginning in 
July, 1990, she 
explains. 


Kurth indicated that 
the city is carefully mon¬ 
itoring the situation, 
because if the city 
uses more water than is 
allocated, there will 
be additional expense. 

Almost two years ago, 
in August, 1988, the 
Arcadia City Council 
passed a resolution adopt¬ 
ing a program of volun¬ 
tary water conserva¬ 
tion to reduce water 
consumption by 10 
percent. 

It is expected that 
the council will again urge 
residents to voluntarily 
reduce water usage.
